C. The health of the College continued to be 


good, in spite of two serious epidemics, one of 


sn]allpo.v and the otbei of plague, in the city and neighbonrhood of Ajinor. The daily average 
number of boys sick was 1*52, and the average jiercentage of sickness was I'lO. There was only 
one serious case, of enteric fever, which hnppily-rccovcrcd, two cases of measles and one of chicken- 
pox, which weie isolated in the Kotah Sanitarium, -and one dislocation. During the epidemic of 


smallpox in October and November 719 persons in the College weic vaccinated, including practi- 
cally all the boys, stafi and servants, and no case occurred in the College iiaik. 


Plague broke out in Ajmer in March .ind continued to be sercic thioughont Apiil and May. 
Special precautions were accordingly adopted Ari-ingemcnts were made for the sale ot all provi- 
sions witliin tlic College, and no serva'nt, unless inoculated, was alloned to go to tbc city. A large 
number of the staff and seivanis who lived outside the College were inoculated, and the majority 
ot these were accommodated within the park Special attention was paid to the cleanliness and^ 
disinfection of nil buildings and compounds. As a lesult only one boy was taken away by his 
parents, and the College work continned normally nntil the end of teiin. 


In this connection the Sub- Assistant Surgeon, Bnbn Biindoban Chandra 'Sur, did excellent 
service, and the complete immunity whiob the College enjoyed iii both epidemics may be greatly 
asciibcd to his watchfulness and energy. As the plague continned throughout the Summer Vaca- 
tion of May and June, Babu Brindaban was retained at the College to carry on the pretautionary 
measures, with successful results. The isolation of the College is rendered more complete by the 
additional land purchased fiom the .Jodhpur donation towards the west and south, as this prevents 
tlic approach of insanitary settlements. 

Rcwaids were given for 185 snakes killed during the year.

Class. JInhar.rj Vngnarajan Singh of Kishnngnrh, who stood 2nd, also did creditably, 
especially in EnglMi niitl Adminiitration. Tliakiir Snwai .Ini Singh of Snrnnn, Ajmer, wlio wns 
Srd. did well in History and Geography and Advanced •Mnlhemnlics. Other boys who did well 
in dilTercnt subjects were Kniiwar Sarntchnndrn of Af'iyarblianj, Raja Knrcndrn Shah of Teliri, 
Knnwar Rnm Lai of IJorja, Alwar, and Tliaknr Xntim Singh of ICalcra Bogin, Ajmer. On the 
whole, altlmugh there wns no c.andidate of c.xccplional excellence the general lord was satisfactory. 


The Rxnmincr.s remarked that the standard of English in conversation wns generally high, 
that the paper on “ General Knowledge” wa* well done, and that the te.icliingof History was 
sound nnd not confined to text hooke. The work in Geometry is reported to hare been well done 
as also in Geography nnd Arithmetic. 

115 sfndcnls from the Jlayo College Iinro passed the Diploma Examination since its intro- 
dnetion in 190t-0.'i.
